The ninth session of the Bread Loaf 
School of English, to be held from 
July 2 to August 17, promises to be 
of exceptional interest, according to 
the program announced today. The 
staff includes fourteen instructors, 
with a list of seventeen courses in 
the Art of Writing, the Art of Teach- 
ing, Literature, and Play Production, 
comprising one of the most attractive 
programs Bread Loaf has ever offer- 
ed. 

The visiting lecturers include Rob- 
ert Frost, Dorothy Canfield Fisher, 
John Livingston Lowes, Charles Swain 
Thomas, M. Roy Ridley, Allan Nev- 
ins and Isabel M. Paterson. The staff 
includes Dr. and Mrs. Vernon C. Har- 
rington, Fred Lewis Pattee, Dallas 
Lore Sharp, Grant Overton, Kenneth 
B. Murdock, Edwin O. Grover, James 
Southall Wilson, James Dow MicCal- 
lum, Paul Spencer Wood, Nancy G. 
Coryell, Grace Hazard Conkling, Mau- 
rice Gnesin, Katherine Clugston, H. 
Frederick Stover. 

The Visiting Lecturers. 

The list of visiting lecturers includes 
writers of more than national reputa- 
tion, headed by the distinguished poet, 
Robert Frost, author of ‘North of 
Boston,” “New Hampshire,” etc. Dr. 
Frost is generally considered one of 
the foremost poets writing in the Eng- 
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lish language, with a reputation in 
England and on the Continent second 
to that of no other American poet. 

John Livingston Lowes of Harvard 
University ‘has ‘been recognized by 
scholars throughout the world for his 
remarkable work, “The Road to 
Xanadu.” All students of modern 
poetry are familiar with his “Con- 
vention and Revolt in Poetry.” Dr. 
Lowes is a fellow of the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences and is 
internationally prominent as a lec- 
turer and writer. 

Dorothy Canfield Fisher, author of 
“The Brimming Cup,” “Rough Hewn,” 
“Her Son’s Wife,’ and many other 
novels, is known also for her stimu- 
lating comments on education and 
life. She was the translator of Pa- 
pini’s “Life of Christ” and is widely 
recognized as a critic as well as a 
writer. She is a member of the Com- 
mittee of Selection of the Book of the 
Month Club. 

M. Roy Ridley of the staff of Bal- 
liol College, Oxford University, is on 
leave of absence this year, visiting 
various American colleges and uni- 
versities. Mr. Ridley is a speaker of 
rare charm and power, as well as a 
scholar and teacher of distinction. 

Allan Nevins, whose criticisms of 
contemporary literature are featured 
in the important literary reviews, ‘has 
had a wide experience as literary edi- 
tor and editorial writer. He has been 
on the editorial staff of the New 
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York Evening Post and the New York 
World. He is known also as the au- 
thor of important books on American 
history, including “American Social 
History as recorded by British Travel- 
ers,’ “The American States During 
and After The Revolution,” etc. Mr. 
Nevins is at present a member of the 
staff of Cornel University. 

Dr. Charles Swain Thomas is 
known to all teachers of English as 
the author of one of the most import- 
ant books on the teaching of English, 
for his work in the Graduate School 
of Harvard University in the training 
ot teachers, and for his important 
positions in all educational associa- 
t:ons having to do with the teaching 
of English. He has been for many 
years one of the recognized authori- 
ties in the councils of English teach- 
ers, and has exerted great influence 
toward the development of better 
English instruction in both high 
school and college. 

Isabel M. Paterson, author of Sehe) 
Fourth Queen,” and other successful 
novels, is also widely know for her 
column in the New York Herald, 
«Turns with a Bookworm,” and for 
her brilliant and incisive reviews of 
current publications. Mrs. Paterson 
will bring to the students at Bread 
Loaf a wide and first-hand acquaint- 
ance with current books and writers. 


THE STAFF AND THE COURSES 
With a view of promoting special- 
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ization in particular fields, as well as 
the greatest possible freedom of 
choice, the program of courses is ar- 
ranged in four sections of coordinate 
subjects. It is recommended that 
students working for credit toward 
the degree of Master of Arts elect re- 
lated courses, and the schedule has 
been arranged to that end. 


The Art of Writing. 


In the section dealing with the Art 
of Writing, four related courses are 
listed: Creative Writing, The Modern 
Essay and Its Writing, Literary Criti- 
cism, and Contemporary Poetry and 
Its Writing. These courses are plan- 
ned to meet the needs of those who 
are learning to write with a view to 
publication. 

The course in Creative Writing will 
be in charge of Grant Overton, whose 
experience both as editor and author 
enables him to be of exceptional help 
in a practical way to those who are 
learning to write for publication. Mr. 
Overton’s experience has included 
positions on the New York Sun, The 
Denver Post, and the San Franeisco 
Examiner. He has done much work 
as editorial writer and literary editor, 
and was for several years fiction edi- 
tor of Collier’s. He is the author of 
a number of books of biography and 
criticism: “The Women Who Make 
Our Novels,” “American Nights En- 
tertainment,” etc, and of several 
novels including “World Without 











name Answerer,” “The Thous- 
and-and-First Night,” etc. Mr. Over- 
ton’s work at Bread Loaf in 1926 in 
the Conference on Creative Writing 
was enthusiastically received and 
yielded definitely practical results in 
publishable material. 

Dallas Lore Sharp, Litt. D., Profes- 
sor of English at Boston University, 
who offered last summer & course on 
the Modern Essay which was deserv- 
edly one of the most popular courses 
at Bread Loaf, will give this year & 
course in the Modern Essay and Its 
Writing, affording students opportun- 
ity for practice in writing original es- 
says under the direction of one who 
is considered among the foremost na- 
ture essayists of the present day. 
Though he has recently given most of 
his time to writing, Dr. Sharp has been 
for several years on the staff of Bos- 
ton University as Professor of English. 
He is the author of “The Spirit of the 
Hive,” “The Face of the Fields,” 
«wild Life Near Home,” “Education 
in a Democracy,” Sanctuary, Sanctu- 
ary a ete: Bread Loaf students will 
have a rare opportunity of studying 
the Modern Essay under his inspiring 
leadership with attention to the prob- 
lems of teaching the essay as well as 
writing it. 

A course in Literary Criticism trac- 
ing the development of English Criti- 
cism from the Sixteenth Century to 
the present day, will be given by Dr. 
Paul Spencer Wood, Chairman of the 
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English Department of Grinnell Col- 
lege. Dr. Wood is on leave this year, 
holding the position of Head of the 
English Department of Trinity Col- 
lege during the absence of Professor 
Odell Shepard. Dr. Wood has had a 
rich academic experience. For two 
years he was a student in the Gradu- 
ate School of Arts and Sciences at 
Harvard, during the first of which he 
taught sections of English A. Fol- 
lowing this, he was abroad for a year 
on the Dexter Scholarship working 
most of the time at Oxford, with par- 
ticular attention to research in the 
Bodleian. Dr. Wood will also offer a 
course in Shakespeare, in which there 
will be made a careful study of a 
group of representative plays. 

The course in Contemporary Poetry 
this summer wii be planned to meet 
the needs of those who are attempt- 
ing to write poetry, as well as those 
who are interested in recent develop- 
ments in American poetry. It will be 
given by Grace Hazard Conkling, B. 
L., Associate Professor ‘of English at 
Smith College. Mrs. Conkling is well 
known for her volumes of poetry, 
Afternoons of April, Ship’s Log and 
Other Poems, etc., as well as for her 
frequent contributions to important 
magazines. Mrs. Conkling is a mem- 
ber of the Poetry Society of America, 
and will add to the Bread Loaf staff 
the distinction she gave it in the pre- 
vious years when she was associated 
with the School. 











The Conference on Creative Writing. 

The work begun during the regu- 
lar session of the School of English in 
the section devoted to Creative Writ- 
ing, will be continued again this year 
in a special two weeks’ session from 
August 21 to September 4. The Con- 
ference on Creative Writing will be in 
general charge of John Farrar, of the 
staff of Doubleday, Doran € Co., as- 
sisted ‘by Grant Overton, former fic- 
tion editor of Collier’s, Hervey Allen, 
author of “Earth Moods,” “Israfel,” 
ete., and other prominent writers and 
editors, who will conduct a series of 
talks on the ‘practical problems of 
writing, the preparation and placing 
of manuscripts, etc., and will arrange 
individual conferences with students 
on the manuscripts they bring. A 
special announcement of the program 
of the Conference will be made later. 








The Art of Teaching. 


Though most of the courses in the 
program are planned with the needs 
of high school teachers in mind, a 
group of three courses of particular 
interest to teachers has been arrang- 
ed, including The Teaching of Eng- 
lish, The History of the Book, and the 
History of the English Language. Tihe 
course, The Teaching of English, will 
be given by Nancy G. Coryell, Ph. D., 
of Wadleigh High School, New York 
City. Miss Coryell has had wide ex- 
perience as a teacher of English in 
both Junior and Senior High Schools. 
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Her Doctor’s dissertation on “An 
Evaluation of Extensive and Inten- 
sive Teaching of Literature, a 
Year’s Experiment in the Eleventh 
trade,’ was published by Teachers’ 
College, Columbia, and is being used in 
Several classes for study. Miss Cor- 
yells background has been enlarged 
by extensive travel both in the United 
States and abroad. 

The course in The History of the 
Book is unusual in the background it 
offers Bread Loaf students. It will 
survey the history of human records 
from the clay tablets of Babylonia to 
the making of the book by modern 
machinery, consider the notable press- 
es both here and abroad and their in- 
fluence in the development of the art 
of printing, and furnish other infor- 
mation and discussion of unusual in- 
terest and importance to teachers of 
literature. The course will be given 
by Edwin Osgood Grover, B. Litt., 
Professor of Books at Rollins College. 
Previous to his appointment as the 
first Professor of Books in the United 
States, Professor Grover had exten- 
sive experience as editor and author. 
His editorial experience with Ginn & 
Co., Rand, McNally; and Atkinson, 
Mentzer, and Grover, has given him 
an unusual background of practical 
information regarding the making of 
books. He is the author of several 
volumes, “The Gift of Friendship,” 
“Never-Grow-Old Stories,” etc., and is 
editor of “A Little Book of Psalms,” 
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etc.

attractive and varied offering. In ad- 
dition to the courses in Shakespeare 
and Nineteenth Century Prose, the 
program includes Browning, Ameri- 
can Short Story, Amierican Literature, 
The Modern English Novel, Contem- 
porary Drama, and Elizabethan 
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Drama. The courses are designed to 
give a rich background for both 
teachers and writers. 

The course in Browning, given by 
Vernon C. Harrington, L. H. 9 
Boardman Professor of Philosophy at 
Middlebury, has been for several 
years one of the most valuable fea- 
tures of the [Bread Loaf program. Dr. 
Harrington’s varied experience covers 
extensive travel abroad, study at the 
University of Berlin and Oxford Uni- 
versity, and remarkably successful 
teaching in the English departments 
of Oberlin College and Middlebury. 
Dr. Harrington’s presentation of the 
Pompilia monologue from “The Ring 
and the Book,” which it is expected 
he will give again this season, has 
been one ‘of the most outstanding 
events in the exceptional series of 
evening programs which are a feature 
of the Bread Loaf School. 

For the course in the American 
Short Story, Bread Loaf has been ex- 
tremely fortunate in securing Fred 
Lewis Pattee, Litt. D., Professor of 
American Literature in Pennsylvania 
State College. His course will deal with 
the development and characteristics 
evolved decade by decade in the short 
story, and its present status, with em- 
phasis on elements of short story tech- 
nique, giving particular attention to 
contemporary writers. Dr. Pattee is 
the author of authoritative works in 
the field of American Literature, 
“American Literature since 1870,” 
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“The Development of the American 
Short Story,” “Tradition and Jazz,” 
“Sidelights on American Literature,” 
etc. Dr. Pattee is himself a brilliant 
writer, a trenchant critic, and one of 
thie outstanding leaders in the move- 
ment which is stimulating a growing 
interest in American Literature in 
colleges and universities. 

Kenneth B. Murdock, Ph. D., form- 
erly Assistant Dean of Harvard Col- 
lege, who will give a course in Ameri- 
can Literature, has charge of the 
work in American Literature at Har- 
vard. He is editor of the publica- 
tions of the Colonial Society of Mas- 
sachusetts, the author of “Increase 
Mather, the Foremost American Puri- 
tan,” the editor of “Selections from 
Cotton Mather,” and ‘Handkerchiefs 
from Paul,’ a collection of poems 
written in early New England. He is 
one of the editors of the New England 
Quarterly. Dr. Murdock is known as 
a brilliant teacher and as the author 
of biographical and critical volumes 
anid essays. 

James Southall Wilson, Ph. D., Ed- 
gar Allan Poe Professor of English 
at the University of Virginia, has been 
secured to give a special course in 
The Modern English Novel, affording 
students who have already done the 
usual course in the English Novel an 
opportunity to study the development 
in the contemporary British Novel 
from Henry James to Virginia Woolfe. 
Dr. Wilson is editor of the Virginia 
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Quarterly Review, a frequent con- 
tributor to Century and the American 
Review, The Saturday Review of Lit- 
erature, etc., the editor of “Days of 
Joy,’ etc., the author of “Facts About 
Poe,” a joint editor of “An Ap- 
preciation of Edgar Allan Poe,” 
“Thomas Gray and the Elegy,” etc., 
and was formerly Director of the 
Summer Session of the College of Wil- 
liam and Mary, and a member of the 
State Board of Education of Virginia. 

Maurice Gnesin, Ph. D., Director of 
The Little Theater of Duluth, returns 
to Bread Loaf this summer for two 
courses in the literature of the drama, 
Contemporary Drama, a study of Eng- 
lish, Irish, and American Drama from 
1890 to the present day, with special 
reference to changes in the craftsman- 
ship of the theater, and a course in 
Elizabethan Drama. Dr. Gnesin has 
a remarkable fund of information re- 
garding the literature of the drama, 
as well as practical experience in the 
technique of the theater. He was for 
three years director of the Syracuse 
Drama League and organizer and di- 
rector of the Little Theater Work- 
shop, etc. He is the author of “The 
Evolution of the Devil’—in The Free- 
man—; “Madonna of the Lake,” (a 
one act play) “The Phoenix,” etc. Dr. 
and Mrs. Gnesin will be heartily wel- 
comed by those who were so fortunate 
as to make their acquaintance (at 
Bread Loaf last summer. 
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Play Production. 
From the beginning of the School, 
3read Loaf has had the good fortune 
to secure for instructors in Play Pro- 
duction and Stage Design, teachers 
who have been trained by Professor 
George Pierce Baker, Chairman of the 
Department of Drama at Yale Uni- 
versity. Professor Baker has given 
very generously of his time and coun- 
sel regarding the work at Bread Loaf, 
and it is through his cooperation that 
the School has been able to secure for 
the coming summer two of the mem- 
bers of the Department of Drama at 
Yale University to take charge of the 
practical courses in production. 

For the course in Play Production, 
Bread Loaf is very fortunate in secur- 
ing Miss Katharine Clugston, A. M., a 
former graduate of The 47 Work- 
shop. After a rich experience of sev- 
eral years in teaching, Miss Clugston 
has been working again with Profes- 
sor Baker in play writing and special- 
izing in production. Her own play 
“Finished” has had a big success in its 
presentation at Yale. Miss Clugston 
has had wide experience in both act- 
ing and production in plays ranging 
from those presented at a girls’ train- 
ing school to those presented at Yale. 

The course in Costume and Stage 
Design will be given by H. Frederick 
Stover, who is a graduate student in 
the Department of Drama at Yale 
University. During his year at Gettys- 
burg College, Mr. Stover had wide ex- 
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perience in dramatic organization in 
both acting and designing.
